GIRLS DISTRIBUTING CAMPAIGN BUTTONS, AND A DIXIELAND (JAZZ) BAND. 
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JOLIET WAS THE START OF A LONG DAY, THE FIRST OF SEVEN STOPS 
THROUGH THE CORNFIELDS AND SMALL TOWNS OF ILLINOIS -- A CRUCIAL 
AREA TO BOTH CANDIDATES FOR THE PRESIDENCY. ILLINOIS IS A STATE 
WHICH COULD GO EITHER WAY It THE NOVEMBER SECOND ELECTION. JOLIET 


ALSO WAS THE START OF SEVEN SPEECHES -- ACTUALLY, THE SAME SPEECH 


WITH SOME VARIATIONS -- IM WItICH THE CANDIDATE DELIVERED A 
BLISTERING ATTACK ON HIS OPPONENT. 

THE PATTER! WAS THIS: THE PRESIDENT WOULD SPEAK FROM THE
